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AMENDMENTS TO THE CLAIMS 

The following listing of claims replaces all prior listings of claims presented in the 
application. 

1. (currently amended): An interlabial pad for absorbing body fluid having 
m b e ing form e d into a substantially elongated shape having a 
longitudinal dir e ction and a lat e ral dir e ction and b e ing provided with a 
siz e , weight and fl e xibility adapted for us e b e tw e en th e labia , 
comprising: 

a surface sheet disposed on a face of the interlabial pad so as to face a 
wearer's body: 

a back sheet disposed on an opposite face of the interlabial pad so as 

to face a wearer's garment: 

an absorbent body enveloped between the surface sheet and the back 
sheet: 

a mini-sheet extending from one lateral side to another lateral side of 
the interlabial pad and also having a length in a longitudinal direction of 
the back sheet: 

a cavity for finger insertion formed in between the back sheet and the 
mini-sheet: and 

a cavity opening for guiding a fingertip inserted therein to the 
remainder of the cavity, having a fingerbreadth of a wearer. 

wh e r e in said int e rlabial pad is provided with a body sid e face 
orientat e d to a body sid e and an opposite sid e face to th e body sid e 
ori e ntat e d to a garm e nt sid e ; 

wh e rein said int e rlabial pad comprises a mini sheet pi e c e striding 
from one portion to anoth e r portion at e ach sid e e dg e of both sid e edges 
talcing the longitudinal dir e ction of the int e rlabial pad as a c e ntral axis, 
and a finger ins e rtion opening formed b e tw ee n the mini sheet piooo and 
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said opposite sid e fac e to the body sid e , for dir e ctly Gecuring th e opening 
of th e fingerbroadth of a w e aror; 

wherein smd the mini-sheet pieee is dispos e d in a way to provided so 
that it covers a at l e ast a portion ( finger appUcation poin t) of said 
opposit e side fac e to th e body sid e corr e sponding to an ar e a (application 
point) of said surfac e sid e sh e et appli e d to a pr e d e termin e d position 
between th e labia of th e w e ar e r that is in contact with a wearer's vagina ; 
and 

wherein the mini-sheet is bonded at a peripheral edge to one end of 
the back sheet of the interlabial pad so as to form a pocket shaped finger 
insertion space said fing e r ins e rtion op e ning serv e s for guiding a 
fingertip of the wear e r to the application point .

4. (currently amended): The interlabial pad of claim 1, wherein at least a 
part of said tiie mini^sheet piece is stretchable or elastically extensible at 
least in respect to said a lateral direction of die interlabial pad. 

5. (currently amended): An The interlabial pad of claim 1, for absorbing 
bodv fluid having an elongated shape, comprising: 

a surface sheet disposed on a face of the interlabial pad so as to face a 

wearer's body; 

a back sheet disposed on an opposite face of the interlabial pad so as 
to face a wearer's garment; 

an absorbent bodv enveloped between the surface sheet and the back 
sheet; 

a mini-sheet extending fi-om one lateral side to another lateral side of 
the interlabial pad and also having a length in a longitudinal direction of 
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the back sheet: 

a cavity for finger insertion formed in between the back sheet and the 
mini-sheet: and 

a cavity opening for guiding a fingertip inserted therein to the 
remainder of the cavity, having a fingerbreadth of a wearer, 

wherein the mini-sheet is provided so that it covers a finger 
application point that is in contact with a wearer's vagina: and 

wherein said the mini-sheet piece IS formed of a pair of flap portions 
extending fi-om lateral sides of the interlabial pad, across the back sheet, 
the mini-sheet having an affixing portion at an end of each flap portion in 
order to affix the end of each flap portion has a bonding portion in a 
portion striding across said opposit e sid e fac e to th e body sid e. 

6. (currently amended): The interlabial pad of claim 1, said int e rlabial pad 
comprising: 

a surfac e sid e sheet dispos e d on said body sid e face of th e interlabial 
pad; and 

— a back sid e she e t dispos e d on said opposit e sid e fac e to th e body 

wherein the surface side sheet and tihe back side sheet are bonded to 
contain said absorbent body; and 

wherein said the mini-sheet pi e c e and said the interlabial pad are 
bonded at positions offset from and inside of the peripheral edge of the 
interlabial pad a pi e c e bonding portion of e ach sid e of said both sid e s of 
said int e rlabial pad, the pi e c e bonding portion b e ing oth e r than a sh ee t 
bonding portion at which said surfac e aide sh ee t and said back sid e sh ee t 
ar e bond e d . 

7. (currently amended): The interlabial pad of claim 1 , wherein smd the 
mini^sheet pi e c e has a length dimension at least 10 % longer than that of 
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said the interlabial pad in said tiie longitudinal direction of smd the 
interlabial pad. 

8. (canceled). 

9. (currently amended): The interlabial pad of claim 1 , wherein a total 
circumferential length of an insid e of said finger ins e rtion the cavity 
opening is between 30 mm to 120 mm. 

10. (currently amended): The interlabial pad of claim 1 , wherein said 
opposite side face to the body sid e of said int e rlabial pad the back sheet 
of the interlabial pad is provided with microscopic protrusions and 
depressions e xtrem e ly fin e concav e and conv e x . 

1 1 . (currently amended): The interlabial pad of claim 1 , wherein the 
interlabial pad is adhered so that part of the surface sheet is in contact 
with a genital area of the wearer's body an adh e siv e is appli e d to a 
portion of a skin contact siirface d e fined as a portion in contact with a 
skin of th e wear e r wh e n said interlabial pad is wom, th e skin contact 
surface being d e fin e d on said opposite side fac e to th e body sid e of said 
interlabial pad . 

12. (currently amended): The interlabial pad of claim 1, comprising an 
upheaval area on the surface sheet said body side fac e, the upheaval area 
protruding toward the wearer's body along the longitudinal direction of 
the surface sheet sid e at a c e ntral portion of th e lateral dir e ction of th e 
body side fac e. 

13. (currently amended): The interlabial pad of claim 1, wherein smd 
opposite sid e fac e to th e body side of said interlabial pad the back sheet 
is made of moisture permeable material. 
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14. (currently amended): The interlabial pad of claim 1 , wherein said the pad 
b e ing is composed of biodegradable material and/or water-soluble 
material and/or water dispersible material. 

1 5 . (previously presented): The interlabial pad of claim 1 , wherein said 
interlabial pad is an interlabial pad for incontinence. 

16. (previously presented): The interlabial pad of claim 1, wherein said 
interlabial pad is an interlabial pad for absorbing vaginal discharge. 

17. (currently amended): An interlabial pad manufacturing method for 
manufacturing the interlabial pad of claim 5, comprisingi[[;]] 

setting longer a pair of wings ordinarily disposed at both side portions 
of a sanitary napkin; and 

bonding said wings to form said mini^sheet piece. 
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
